Sanitary conditions In St. Louls 
eating establishments are less 
than half as good as they should 
be, a survey by the United States 
Public Health Service and the Mis- 
sour! State Department of Health 
revealed today. 

A report of the survey said that 
local eating places were given a 
sanitary rating of only 49.21 per 
cent. “A rating of 90 per cent 
would represent reasonable and 
satisfactory compliance” with 
health standards of the United 
States Public Health Service and 
the State Health Department, the 
report stated, 


Health officials said the survey : 


was limited to the approximately 
5500 eating and drinking establish- 
ments in St. Louis, and did not 
concern some 4000 other food deal- 
ers, such as groceries and markets. 

The report said that 77 per cent 
of the places investigated had in- 
sanitary floors; 67 per cent had 
sanitary deficiencies in storage 
and display of foods, and 66 per 
cent had inferior lighting. 

The investigators found that 77 
per cent of the places did not em- 
ploy accepted — of cleaping 
plates and utensils and 97 per Bent 
of them ignored the proper meth- 
ods of “disinfection treatment” of 
dishes and utensils. 

It was asserted that present city 
laws governing food handling are 
out of date. For example, there is 
no requirement that a person ob- 
tain a permit from the City Health 
Department before opening an 
eating place, it was pointed out. 


Bredeck Plans Campaign. 


Dr. Joseph F. Bredeck, Health 
Commissioner, who released the 
report, said he is now organizing 
an educational program to. teach 
proper methods of sanitation to 
the more than 50,000 food han- 
dilers in the city—a program rec- 
ommended in the report. He said 
the sanitation classes would con- 
sist of four hours of instruction 
to each handler. 

Dr, Bredeck added that he plans 
to have introduced in the Board 
of Aldermen a bill setting up food 
sanitation laws similar to those 
contained in the United States 
Public Health Service Ordinance 
and Code Regulating Eating and 
Drinking Establishments. Provi- 
sions of this model law are in

WATCHMAN TELLS 
OF ‘GREAT FLASH’ 


Discovered Flames Half- 
Hour Later — Food 
Loss Put at $50,000, 
Building $25,000.

Schenberg’s Market, Inc. 3722- 
26 South Grand boulevard, one of 
the largest food concerns in South 
St, Louis, was destroyed today by 
fire which was believed to have 
been. caused by lightning and 
which blazed for nearly four hours 
before it was brought under con- 
trol. Two firemen were injured, 
one of them seriously. 

Charles Chene, 3419 Winnebago 
street, company night watchman, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter he 
was in front of the building at 
midnight when he was “blinded 
by a great flash of light.” The 
flash appeared to come from be- 
hind the building. About 30 min- 
utes later he noticed smoke break- 
ing from the back of the building, 
and turned in an alarm. 

Fire Chief Frank Egenriether 
estimated damage at $60,000, of 
which $25,000 represented damage 
to the large one-story brick build- 
ing. Sam Schenberg, a vice-presi- 
dent of the concern, placed total 
damage at between $75,000 and 
$100,000. He said fire, smoke or 
water had damaged or ruined food 
valued at $50,000. 

Street Cars Blocked, 

Streams of water poured on the 
fire left the street in front of the 
market awash. the water 
floated cans of food, pieces of 
fruit and bunches. of vegetables. 
Despite the late hour, a largé 
crowd of spectators gathered on 
the boulevard, splashing back and 
forth through the fleod of water 
and debris. Street car traffic was 
blocked for about an hour until 
hose Hines were bridged. 

Oscar Voepel, 4469 Osceola 
street, a member of Engine Co. 
88, was overcome by smoke and 
suffered a severe back injury. He 
was taken to City Hospital. Capt. 
Otto Brexler, 5545 Devonshire 
avenue, of Engine Co. 6, suffered 
a sprained finger, but returned to 
the fire after being treated at the 
hospital, 

Three alarms were turned in. 
Firemen found the rear of the 
place ablaze when they arrived. 
In a few minutes the flames had 
swept through the entire building. 
Firemen were handicapped by the 


faet the pbuilding .was equipped 


with a double roof, making it dif- 
ficult to reach the fire that was 
roaring through the enclosed 
space. 

Flames 100 Feet High. 

The collapse of the heavy roof 
sent flames more than 100 feet 
into the air. 

For @ time the fire threatened 
the J. & R. Motor Supply Co. 
building next door at 3730 South 
Grand, Smoke and water caused 
some slight damage to that build- 
ing. 

Egenreither said the cause of the 
fire could not be immediately de- 
termined.

LONDON, April 11 (AP),—Rua- 
Sian troops pressing forward in 
their reconquest of the Crimea 
have captured Kerch, ancient town 
guarding the Strait of Kerch on 
the east, and Dzhankoi, principal 
rail junction 15 miles inside the 
Crimea, Marshal Stalin announced 
tonight in two orders of the day. 

By the capture of Dzhankoi the 
eastern wing of Gen. Feodor I 
Tolbukhin’s Fourth Ukrainian 
Army outflanked the Ishuny line 
which the Germans had thrown up 
at the base of the Perekop isthmus 
to protect Axis forces cut off in 
the peninsula last Nov. 1 by the 
Soviet onslaught through uth 
Russia. Its capture meant a 20- 


mile advance in one day by the 
column which had crossed Sivash 
| Bay previously. 

Ishany is in the northwestern 
part of the Crimea. Dzhankoi, in 
the north central section, is on the 
railway leading to Sevastopol, na- 
val base 85 miles to the southwest, 
and. another line running from 
Kerch to Armyansk, captured yes- 
terday, and thence to Perekop. 

Soviet Marines Take Kerch. 

Stalin’s second order of the day 
revealed that “troops of the mari- 
time front” took the “town and 
fortress” of Kerch, to which the 
Germans had clung stubbornly. 
Kerch was a city of around 35,000 
before the war, 

Some quarters have estimated 
the Axis forces in the Crimea as 
high as 11 divisions, perhaps 100,- 
000 men, but it is probable that 
many of these have fled by sea. 

Stalin said Soviet troops had 
pressed onward to a depth of 19 
miles westward after they had 
taken Kerch. Thus, with the two 
drives coming down from the 
north, the Russians had made a 
substantial beginning on the re- 
conquest of the Crimea, which 
they can use for an assault base 
for their Balkan campaign. 

Dzhankoi, 45 miles southeast of 
Perekop, was heavily fortified, 
Stalin said. It controls rail traffic 
southwest to Sevastopol, northwest 
to Perekop, northeast to Melitopol 
and southeast to Feodosiya. 

The 20-mile advance to Dzhankoi 
was made through difficult terrain 
spotted with marshes and lagoons. 

Advance in Romania, 

Meanwhile, Marshal Ivan _ S. 
Konev’s Second Ukrainian Army 
pressed its drive in Northeastern 
Romania toward the Hungarian 
border and Gen. Rodion L. Ma- 
linovesky’s Third Ukrainian Army 
pursued remnants of the German 
garrison fleeing from captured 
Odessa.

FOR MEN UNDER 26 


Those in Occupations 
Not Included Will Get 
Early Calls — Ruling 
on Preprofessionals. 


WASHINGTON, April 11: (AP). 
—Selective Service headquarters 
today announced the official list 
of critical activities which will rate 
draft defermentg for registrants 
under 26 years of age. 

The list, issued by Selective 
Service Director Lewis B. Hershey 
to state draft directors, covers a 
considerable. catalogue of work 
which fhe Government agencies 
consider vital to winning the war. 

The listing boils down to this: 
If you are a physically-fit non- 
farming Selective Service regis- 
trant under 26, and your work is 
not included in the official list, 
you can expect a quick call to the 
induction station, If your work is 
on the list and your employer con- 
siders you a key man, he can ap- 
ply for your deferment from the 
draft, and get it, 

The list did not include coal 
mining but it was announced that 
state directors in certain coal-pro- 
ducing areas are being given spe- 
cial authorization to defer indi- 
vidual registrants whose induction 
would result in “serious curtail- 
ment in (coal) production.” 

Preprofessional students will be 
deferred only if they can enter a 
recognized school of medicine, 
dentistry, veterinary medicine, os- 
teopathy or theology before July 1, 

Students in those professional 
schools, interns (provided the total 
period of internship shall not ex- 
ceed nine months) and under- 
graduates in certain listed en- 
gineering and scientific courses 
who will graduate before July 1

A UNITED STATES FIGHTER 
BASE, England, April 11 (AP).— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower told a 
group of American fighter pilots 
today that they soon would be fly- 
ing from dawn to dusk in a great 
land, sea and air offensive of 
Western Europe that would com- 
pletely crush the Germans, 

The supreme Allied commander 


for the western front, invasion 
said that he would demand of the 
pilots everything they have, that 
he would drive them so hard that 
they would have to forego proper 
food and sleep for weeks. But he 
declared emphatically that they 
would knock the Nazis out. 

He made his address during a 
busy day in which he inspected 
three United States air bases and 
presented Distinguished Service 
Crosses to two ace Mustang pilots 
and with a brightly draped bottle 
of Mississippi River water chris-’ 
tened a new Flying Fortress bear- 
ing his picture and nickname — 
General Ike. 

The medals were awarded to 
Capt. Don 8. Gentile, 23 years old, 
of Piqua, O., leading American 
fighter ace in this theater, and 
Col. Donald J. M. Blakesley, 26, 
Fairport Harbor, O., commander 
of Gentile’s fighter group, which 
has destroyed more German planés 
than any other group in England. 

One of his stops was at a Ninth 
Air Force medium bomber station, 
where he watched Marauders take 
off for their third attack in 30 
hours against targets in occupied 
Europe. He climbed into the pi- 
lot’s seat of one Marauder and 
congratulated the plane’s crew, 
which has flown more than 50 
missions.

Justice Black delivered the 8-to-0 
opinion, stating that the bargain- 
ing relationship, once rightfully 
established, “must be permitted to 
exist and function for a reasona- 
ble period of time in which it can 
be given a fair chance to succeed,” 
Chief Justice Stone took no part 
in the decision. 

The board's order was issued 
after it ruled that the Franks 
Bros. Co., Lawrence, Mass., had 
interfered with the self-organiza- 
tion of its employes and had re- 
fused to bargain with the CIO 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers of 
America, which at once time had 
been designated by a majority of 
the workers. 

Justice Black’s opinion said the 
board “might well think’ that if it 
did not adopt this type of remedy, 
“recalcitrant employers might be 
able, by continued oppostiion to 
union members, indefinitely to 
postpone performance of their 
statutory obligation.” 

After a bargaining relationship 
has been given a fair chance to 
succeed, Justice Black said, the 
board may take cognizance of 
changed situations which might 
call for a different bargaining 
setup.

AXIS GHIEFS REPORTED 
CALLED IN-BY RITLER 


Japan to Be Asked What Aid 
It Can Give Now, Bern 
Paper Says. 


LONDON, April 11 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler has summoned a conference 
of Axis powers at which Japan 
will be asked what “immediate ef- 
fective assistance it is able to of- 
fer Germany,” the Bern newspaper

Might Have Failed in 
Flight, He Says — 
Prosecution Rests at 
Court-Martial of 3. 


CINCINNATI April 11 (AP). 


— court-martial heard today 
that 13 of 100 airplane engines re-

turned by the Army Air Forces to 
the Wright Aeronautical Corpora- 
tion plant in nearby Lockland 
for reinspection last September 
might have failed in flight because 
of defects. 

After sharp questioning by de-| 
fense counsel as to the reliability 
of tests which showed the en- 
gines defective, the prosecution 
rested and the court granted the 
defense a continuance uatil 
Thursday morning to expedite pro- 
ceedings. 

The figures were given by Mel- 
vin ‘Hiller, an A, A. F. supervis- 
ing inspector at Lockland on his’ 
third appearance at the trial of| 
three A. A. F. officers charged, 
with neglect and conspiracy in 
the inspection of engines pro- 
duced by Wright. 

Last week Hiller testified that 
the engines—the last of which 
was produced April 9, 1943, just 


after a Truman Committee hear-|, 


ing here—were rechecked at the 
request of Under Secretary of War 
Robert P. Patterson. Hiller said 
today that in addition to the 13 
engines which might have failed, 
35 were in good condition and 57 
of the 100 showed poor inspection. 

John C. Taylor, civilian counsel 
for Maj. William Bruckmann, one 
of the accused officers, questioned 
Hiller on whether certain tests ap- 
plied during reinspection were 
considered reliable in modern prac- 
tice and whether they were neces- 
sary to proper production. Hiller 
replied that in his opinion, they 
should have been used in the pro- 
duction line but that he did not 
know whether the tests generally 
were accepted by engineers as re- 
liable. 

Taylor asked that three bear- 
ings which Hiller described as 
cracked be produced in court and 
Hiller replied they were in the 
custody of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. Taylor prepared to 
have them brought before the 
tribunal. 

Lt. Col. Miles H. Knowles of the 
Office of the Under Secretary of 
War earlier testified that Lt. Col.

OFFICER WHO SHOT 
AT AVILACAMAGO 
BEING QUESTIONED 


In Grave Condition From 


Bullet Wound, He Is| 


Attended by Member 
of Mexican Cabinet. 


MEXICO CITY, April 11 (AP). 
—A young Mexican army lieu- 
tenant who attempted to assassi- 
nate President Manuel Avila 
Comacho yesterday was in grave 
condition today after being 
woundede last night in a vain 
dash for freedom. 

Military physicians said he was 
“under questioning” and being at- 
tended by Dr. Gustavo Baz, secre- 
tary of public health in Avila Ca- 
macho’s cabinet, in an attempt to 
save his life. 

Avila Camacho escaped injury 
although a bullet fired point-blank 
pierced his coat and left powder 
burns near his heart. The Presi- 
dent helped to overpower his as- 
sailant, identified as Lt. Jose An- 
tonio de la Lama Rojas, 31, 


There was no amplification of 
an official statement that “several 
documents from Nazi sources” 
were found on the assailant. 

Fleeing Prisoner Shot, 

Immediately after his capture, 
Lama Rojas was hustled under 
heavy military guard to the haci- 
enda of Echegaray, a settlement 
within the Federal District. Three 
military guards said he was placed 
in a small cell. When large 
crowds gathered in the hacienda 
the prisoner was said to have at- 
tempted to escape by overpower- 
ing two guards and fleeing into 
the crowd. A single shot frem the 
rifle of Rafael Solis, an army 
guard, felled him. 

Mexican Senators and Deputies 
arranged a caucus for today and 
the Permanent Committee of 
Congress, which sits in the capital 
between fegular legislative ses- 
sions, was reported preparing a 
call for an extraordinary session. 
The committee was said to be 
considering re-establishment of a 
law making the death penalty 
mandatory for murder. 


Termed “Isolated Ineident” 


Avila Camacho, who took Mex- 
ico into war on the side of the 
Allies, told reporters this “iso- 
lated incident” did not represent 
“a division of the Mexican fam- 
ily.” He appealed for calmness, 
declaring, “Let us go forward to 
make stronger the union of the 
Mexican family.” 

He still wore his bullet-torn coat 
when he received reporters. The 
missile penetrated the coat at the 
right side in front, breast high, 
and emerged at the left side near 
the breast pocket. 

It was so close a call that there 
was speculation whether Avila 
Camacho wore a bullet-proof vest. 

There was no immediate explan- 
ation why the young officer, a 
nephew of the late Gen. Samuel 
C. Rojas, former Mexican air force 
chief, made the attempt against 
the president, The official bulle- 
tin said he approached Avila 
Camacho “when he (the president) 
descended from his automobile in 
the national palace. He saluted 
and then fired one shot which 
missed.” Avila Camacho and his 
aids overpowered him. '

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Naples, April 11 (AP).—Italian 
troops

As shelling and patrol clashes 
continued -along the main Fifth 
Army front, a headquarters com- 
mentator said recent German re- 
placements in Italy have included 
soldiers who lost some of their 
toes as a result of frostbite on 
the Russian front, 

It was disclosed officially that 
American troops are in the Allied 
line along the Garigliano River, a 
sector held earlier by British units 
of the Fifth Army. 

The Navy announced that a 
United States destroyer bombard- 
ed German positions arqund the 
beachhead Sunday and that an 
American minesweeper on patrol 
off Anzio shot down a Junkers 88 
Saturday night. 

Flying more than 900 sorties, 
Allied planes hammered at Ger- 
man communications and shipping 
along the Dalmatian coast, 

One enemy plane was shot down 
during the day and two Allied 
planes were lost.

The\com- 
munique said the enemy penetra- 
tion was “eliminated.”, 

Kohima, 60 miles north of 
Imphal, has been under Japanese 
assault since last Friday. Dis- 
patches said the motor highway 
between Kohima and Dimapur on 
the Bengal-Assam railway sstill 
was firmly in Allied possession - 
and that supplies were 
over it for the~ defenders of 
Kohima. The road south 
Kohima to Imphal was cut by the 
Japanese more than a week ago, 

A Japanese thrust near Palel, 
25 miles southeast of Imphal, wag 
thrown back, 

Allied patrols struck out against 
enemy units laying siege to the 
Imphal plain.

One young woman, 
buried inside her car by eight 
feet of snow, dug her way upward 
to safety with a screwdriver. 

The WAVE officer, Lt. Helen 
Barr Durfee of Los Angeles, game- 
ly ignored the pain from a back 
injury last night while she was 
strapped to a toboggan, which 
then was placed in the rear of the 
Army snow vehicle. The snow- 
mobile traveled six miles down 
the mountain to an ambulance 
waiting to carry the officer to a 
Denver hospital.

10,000 to 15,000 


Tons of Coke 


To Be Available for Next Winter 


Easing of War Industries’ Demand Permits 
General Use, Mayor Says—Public Urged 
to Buy Fuel Supply Early. 


Between 10,000 and 15,000 tons 
of smokeless fuel a month, in ad- 
dition to that being received at 
present, will become available im- 
mediately for general consumption 
in St. Louis, Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann announced today. 

The fuel is coke, manufactured 
by the Laclede Gas Co., which has 
not been available for general con- 
sumption for the last three years 
because of the demands by war in- 
dustries, the Mayor pointed out. 

“We had learned,” he added, 
“that the demand from war indus- 
tries had eased, and the matter of 
obtaining coke for general con- 
sumption was discussed yesterday 
at a conference between Parker 
Woods, president of the M. M. 
Warren Coke Co., distributors of 
Laclede coke; Roscoe C. Hobbs, 
chairman of the Citizens War- 
time Fuel Committee; James L. 
Ford Jr., chairman of the Citi- 
zens Smoke Elimination Commit- 
tee, and myself. 

“We are happy to report that 
it looks very likely that we will 
receive the entire production of 
Laclede coke for domestic users 
in St. Louls. This coke is not a 
new fuel, but hag been popular 
with St. Louisans for 30 years, It 
is absolutely smokeless under all 
conditions and is an ideal fuel 
for any type or size of furnace, al- 
though it is not recommended for 
stoves.” 

Hobbs, as chairman of the War- 
time Fuel Committtee, sent letters 
today to heads of more than 1100 
business houses and industries in 
St. Louis requesting that they noti- 
fy their employes to order coal 
now, “to keep warm next winter.” 

The letters urged employers to 
advance money, if necessary, so 
that their employes could pur- 


chase next winter’s coal, and it 


“was suggested that a. statement be 


inclosed in pay envelopes with this 
information: “A coal famine 
threatens. There will be less coal 
for everybody during the coming 
winter.” 

St. Louis escaped a serious coal 
shortage last winter because of 
the active campaign to get con- 
sumers to buy their coal ahead of 
time, and because the winter was 
not a severe one, Hobbs said. 

“But conditions are now much 
worse than they were last spring,” 
he pointed out. “Increasing labor 
shortages both at the mines and 
among truck drivers, plus a great- 
ly increased consumption due to 
the war, will reduce the supplly. 
Furthermore, the facilities of the 
railroads are now taxed to the 
limit in hauling war goods.” 

A. D. Mason, district manager of 
motor transport, Office of Defense 
Transportation, said a plan worked 
out between representative coal 
dealers of St. Louis and St. Louis 
County and the ODT, for conserv- 
ing transportation, is being sub- 
mitted to Washington for ap- 
proval, 

Some provisions of the plan are: 

Customers should give their 
dealers at least five days’ notice 
on less than truckload orders, 
which will enable dealers to con- 
solidate orders destined for the 
same general neighborhood. 

Definite arrangements should 
be made with the customer to 
have someone present at the de- 
livery point to accept delivery, 
thus avoiding call-backs, 

Deliveries of less than two tons 
to one point are highly wasteful, 
both in equipment and man hours, 


and should be avoided except in 
emergencies,

The fiber tokens are in denomi- 
nations from one cent to $1, and 
may be spent at the jail commis- 
sary for candy and tobacco. A 
city ordinance permits jail prison- 
ers to spend up to $1 a day. Hens- 
ley said that under the cash sys- 
tem, spare change of inmates 
showed a tendency to gravitate to 
the pockets of card sharps. No 
matter how many chips a pris- 


oner holds now, he can cash them 
in for a maximum of only $1 on 
discharge,

Mrs, Nellie Tipton Muench was 
released from the Federal Re 


_formatory for Women at Alderson, 


W. Va., early today and boarded 
a train for St. Louls. She had 
served six years and nine months 
of a 10-year sentence for all 
fraud in the notorious baby hoax 
case of the mid-1030s, 

The daughter of a Missouri min- 
ister and sister of Missouri Su- 
preme Court Judge Ernest M. Tip- 
ton, she made no statement con- 
cerning her plans, but it had been 
— by James V. Bennett, Di- 
rector of Federal Prisons, that 
she plenned to proceed to the 
home of her brother at Jefferson 


City. 

. Muench’s attorney, Taylor 
R. Young, said she had not in- 
formed him of her release, but had 
written to him a week ago repeat- 
ing her intention to bring divorce 
action against her husband, Dr. 
Ludwig O. Muench, “at the earliest 
possible moment.” 

Dr. Muench, who received an 
eight-year sentence in the baby 
hoax case and is now living at his 
family home in Washington, Mo., 
has filed a suit for divorce from 
Mrs, Muench. It hag been set for 
hearing April 26 at Union, Mo. 

In a discussion of her husband's 
divorce action, which she con- 
tends he brought in an effort to 
regain his license to practice 
medicine, she wrote to Young: “I 
do not intend to let him divorce 
me regardless of what offer he 
makes, God knows I hope I will 
not remain Mrs. Muench very long 
as the name has brought me much 
sorrow and heartaches.” 

Director Bennett said Mrs. 
Muench’s release from prison at 
the expiration of her minimum 
sentence is a conditional action in 
accordance with the law. She had 
received 1200 days credit for good 
behavior, but served an additional 
30 days in settlement of a $5000 
fine. She will be required to re- 
port to the Federal Probation of- 
ficer here periodically until the 
expiration of her 10-year sentence 
in July, 1947. 

The baby hoax case against Mrs, 
Muench grew out of an indictment 
charging her and others with kid- 
naping Dr. Issac Dee Kelley, 
wealthy St. Louis physician. Mrs, 
Muench obtained c« baby from an 
unmarried mother and in letters 
to Dr. Marsh Pitzman attempted 
to persuade him that he was the 
father of the child, which she said 
was born to her. Wilfred Jones, 
attorney and procurer of the baby, 
is the only confederate in the case 
still in prison.

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Gentile Says Nazi Pilots Are Tough! 
DOUBLE 1941 TOTAL Ag Fight Starts, Then Lose Nerve 


U.S. Ace Asserts Enemy Apparently Lacks 
Experienced Flyers — Tells How 
He Ran Up 30 Victories.

A UNITED STATES FIGHTER 
BASE IN ENGLAND, April 11 
(AP).—Capt. Don S. Gentile of 
Piqua, O., the leading United 
States Air Force ace in the Eu- 
ropean war theater, makes the 
job of mowing down Nazi planes 
sound as easy as picking birds 
off a fence.

den in a dive to get away—like all,

Gentile’s favorite position for at- 
tack is on the tail of a German 
—“and a little to one side, to avoid 
the slip stream.” 

He says that while some of the 
flyers aim for the enemy pilot, 
others just fire at the enemy 
plane. He always aims for the 
German’s engine, the most vulner- 
able point, “giving it plenty of de- 
flection.” He figures that if the 
bullets miss the engine they will 
hit farther back on the plane.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 11. 


S casually as St. Louisans chat of Clayton and Webster Groves,

Kunming, for these were pilots of the ferrying division, principal 
operating echelon of the Air Transport Command, and it is their job 
to fly the airways of the five continents and seven seas. 


In 1943, ferrying division crews 
flew 110 million miles and deliv- 
ered four billion dollars worth of 
aircraft to war theaters and lend- 
lease Allies. They expect to double 
both figures in. 1944. 
today they have 100,000 miles of 
world routes, 

Since 1941 the Air Transport 
Command has grown from a com- 
mittee of three officers into an or- 
ganization of more than 85.000 
men and women; Of these, more 
than 40,000 are in the ferrying di- 
vision. They conduct by far the 
greatest transportation system in 
all history. 

At the Municipal Airport near 
Memphis is the headquarters of 
the Fourth ferrying group, one of 
the largest of the 15 major 
branches of the ferrying division 
in the continental United States. 
Stationed here are 1600 officers, 
of whom 1000 are pilots. And 2500 
enlisted men. Among them, the 
pilots @ See types of American or 
United Nations planes.

by the Army. The other 85 per 
cent may be described as civilians 
in uniform, since they were drawn | 
from the commercial] air lines and | 
civilian pilot training schools. 
Before the emergency, not a few 
of these men had never ventured 
beyond the borders of their own 
and adjacent states. Today they 
are global- geographers, at home| 
alike in the South Pacific and/| 
Alaska, in Greenland and Brazil, | 


in the Caribbean and the Persian'| 
Gulf. 


4 Principal Theaters. 


Outside the continental United 
States, they function in four prin- 
cipal theaters—Alaska, the South 
Pacific, the North Atlantic route 
to the United Kingdom, and the 
South Atlantic route to India. At 
Memphis are pilots who know 
every theater. But the Fourth 
Ferrying Group specializes in the 
airway from Miami to Natal, and 
thence across the South Atlantic 
and Central Africa to Assam in 
India. 


Their name for this passage is 
the “Fireball Express.” An indi- 
vidual plane accomplishes’ the 
round trip of about 28,000 miles in 
eight days. 

No other pilots are required to 

so versatile. These ferrymen 
of the sky navigate freight trans- 
port, passenger and combat craft. | 
Lined up on the field were sam- 
ples of the planes which they, 
drive to water ports in the United 
States or else deliver across the’ 
seas. Among them were four-en-| 
gined Liberators and Fortresses, 
medium Maurauder and Mitchell.

As a compact bit of deviltry,

Much of Work Lies in U. S. 

While the delivery of combat 
planes to war theaters abroad is 
the most romantic task of the fer- 
rying division, its largest body of 
work lies within the United States, 
The pilots fly new planes from 
factories to modification centers, 
and thence to various airfields or 
ports, they carry personnel, ma- 
terial and mail for domestic War 
Department agencies. In addition, 
the ferrying division trains its 
pilots upward through four grades 
from small craft to command of 
four-motored transoceanic trans- 
ports or bombers. ; 

Finally, the Air Transport Com- 
mand supervises nine foreign 
wings, consisting of routes or sec- 
tions of routes outside the United 
States. Typical of these are the 
Pacific, Alaskan, European and 
India-China wings. The various 
regional bodies expedite and con- 
trol air traffic passing through 
their bases, furnish services and 
security for transport and ferried 
aircraft, and provide the crews 
with housing, messing, briefing, 
weather and communications serv- 
ice, ‘ 


Task Mushrooms. 


The growth of the Fourth Fer- 
rying Group, and of the division 
as a whole, is reflected by the fact 
that the Memphis crews made 495 
domestic deliveries of aircraft a 
month in 1943, while in March of 
this year the figure was 1321. 
There used to be a leave of about 
10 days between long trips. The 
rest period has now been reduced 
to two days. The accident rate is 
said to be less than a third of that 
of the air forces in aggregate. 

Opportunity offered to ask a 
pair of the globe-trotting pilots 
what lesson had most impressed 
them in their new geographical ex- 
perience. One reply was that 
weather over the United States is 
the worst in the world, and that 
a steady flyer of the home routes, 
summer and winter, need not fear 
the worst which the Aleutians and 
North Atlantic can offer. 

The other said that grass was 
one of the things he had always 
taken for granted, and that he 
was thunderstruck to find huge 
areas in which it does not grow. 

“Why,” he exclaimed, “in lots of 
places grass is restricted.”

USE OF NAPHTHA IN AUTOS 


WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP). 
—The Petroleum Administration 
for War took steps yesterday to 
curb what it termed the spreading 
use of cleaning naphtha as an 
automobile fuel in violation of ra- 
tioning restrictions. 

The agency issued a new order 
providing that consumers and 
service stations cannot include in 
their naphtha quota any product 
which, prior to 1942, was sold as 
motor fuel. 

Acting Administrator Ralph K. 
Davis said the use of naphtha in 
automobiles has been on the in- 
crease, particularly in the Midwest 
“where a number of dealers have 
adopted the practice of including 
some types of gasoline in the base 
volume upon which their naphtha 
quotas are computed.”

Discussions Under Way on Postwar Frontiers 
and Atlantic Charter Expected to Clear

It is evident that this mission— 
first of its kind since beginning of 
the war—is bent on highly serious 
and important work and that its 
lack of a formal agenda will serve 
to assist rgther than hamper it. 

Following Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull’s Sunday night 
speech, the position of neutral 
states is in the limelight, and be- 
fore Stettinius leaves it is proba- 
ble that drastic action will have 
been taken in regard to several 
of them. The great offenders are 
Spain, which continues to send 
wolfram to Germany; Argentina, 
which continues to smuggle goods 
to Germany and entertain Axis 
spies, and Turkey, which continues 
to trade with the Axis at the same 
time that its army is operating 
with American equipment, 


Questions for Decision. 


Among questions to be decided 
by Britain and the United States 
before further action can be 
taken are, first, whether the Allies 
are in a position to furnish Spain 
with foodstuffs if it stops its 
wolfram shipments and is, conse- 
quently, cut off from Axis sup- 
plies, and secondly, whether the 
United States is prepared to fur- 
nish Britain with meat if sanc- 
tions are applied to Argentina and 
shipments from that country stop 
as a result. 


The position of Sweden, an- 
fother great furnisher of war ma- 
terials to Germany, is distinctly 
different but is expected to be re- 
viewed again. Sweden contends, 
quite correctly, that its trade with 
Germany has been conducted in 
full agreement with the Allies and 
that it has fulfilled its agreements 
on such key materials as iron ore 
and ballbearings. It has just an- 
nounced that iron ore shipments 
this year are to be reduced to 
seven million tons against the 10 
million last year and against a 
German request for 11 million this 
year. Ballbearing shipments are 
to be reduced by half, whereas the 
Germans had asked for a 100 per 
cent increase. 

At the same time, the fact re- 
mains that the German war in- 
dustry is nourished by Swedish 
ore, without which it could really 
not function. Due to the man- 
power problem, it would be prac- 
tically impossible to maintain the 
German armaments industry on

Postwar Frontiers. 

Postwar European frontiers will

nent part in settling the frontiers 
after the last war. It is strictly 
understood that nothing will be 
agreed to here which would re- 
quire the advice and consent of 
the American Senate, but British 
and American views can be aired 
and the way prepared for eventual 
agreements of the most fundamen- 
tal importance. 


Throughout the conversations 
the Russians will be informed 
through their embassy of the sub- 
jects being discussed and of any 
decisions which in the slightest 
way affect the Soviet Union. Stet- 
tinius will see the representatives 
of other Allied governments, but 
it is indicated that he will simply 
do a good job of listening and 
then reporting what he hears to 
Washington.

Many citizens of St. Louis who re- 
sponded to the appeal to attend ward 
meetings for the election of delegates 
to the State and district conventions 
were surprised and shocked by what 
they saw.

The dem- 
onstrations of this control, ranging from 
smooth-running steam-rollers to gag-rule 
by a minority, were naturally disillusion- 
ing and disheartening. 

Voters should realize that the long-es- 
tablished power of the political machine 
cannot be overcome in a moment. Only 
the first step was taken by the voters 
who attended the meetings on March 30. 
But great good may come of it. Citizens 
came to realize the domination which 
“they have accepted unknowingly, and 
it was an important beginning. 

But a more important step is to fol- 
low. That is- concerted action of citi- 
zens at large to elect committeemen 
and committeewomen who will repre- 
sent them, not exploit them, Committee 
members are to be elected in all wards 
of the city next Aug. 1. Those voters 
who saw the misuse of political power 
on March 30 should begin at once to 
get in touch with the leaders in their 
wards who are interested in good gov- 
ernment; to form groups around these 
leaders; to help them find suitable can- 
didates—not an easy task; to plan vaca- 
tions so as not to be absent on the day 
of the primary election; to be sure that 
their friends and neighbors are reg- 
istered. 

If this is done, a revolution will take 
place, for the will of the people is more 
powerful than the will of the politicians 
if it is geared to action.

A River I From TVA 


The frustration in river development which the 
Missouri! Valley is experiencing, for want of a 
national water-resources policy, is not an isolated 
phenomenon. 

It might be reasonably supposed that in view of 
the Government’s successful experiment in the 
Tennessee Valley, at least the more obvious prin- 
ciples which have met the test of practice would 
be made the subject of national policy, auto- 
matically applicable whenever the development 
of water resources is under consideration. 

Yet the same perplexities that bedeviled river 
development, before TVA provided the answers, 
are still being allowed to hold back our future 
—on the Missouri River in the Middle West, on 
the Colorado River in the Far West, on the 
Sacramento River in the Pacific Northwest and 
on the West River in New England. 

It is not enough to learn, as the United States 
Government has done through TVA. What has 
been learned must be made further applicable 
and must be applied. In the vast laboratory of 
the Tennessee Valley, the nation has learned— 
and should use elsewhere—at least these funda- 
mental facts: 

First: that development of a river demands 
one agency and one plan big enough to do all 
that needs to be done. 

Second: that within the broad framework of 
action which Congress designs, the decisions to 
be made are engineering decisions, and should 
be entrusted to engineers. . 

Third: that the job must be run by men in 
shirt-sleeves on the spot, not attemped as a 
remote-control operation by men in white col- 
lars in Washington. ' 

Yet although these principles have been estab- 
lished and should be generally known as the 
workable way of getting things done,’the old per- 
plexities persist—needlessly and harmfully. 

Here in the Missouri Valley the making of 
plans is being frustrated by the multiplicity of 
agencies working on phases of a single problem 
—the Army Engineers, the Reclamation Bureau, 
the Department of Agriculture, the Federal Pow- 
er Commission—and by the conflict between the 
states that are interested in irrigation and the 
states that are interested in flood control. 

In the Sacramento Valley, there exists the same 
tug-of-war between the Army Engineers and the 
Reclamation Bureau. 

On the Colorado River the problem is interna- 
tional—having to do with the distribution of 
water between the United States and Mexico for 
irrigation. 

On the West River a dispute is -raging as to 
whether flood control and power production are 
compatible—although the correct answer is pure- 
Jy in the realm of engineering and no amount of 
lay discussion will contribute a single useful fact. 

As Rodney L. Brink wrote in the Christian 
Science Monitor with reference to the Colorado 
River dispute: “A fair-share basis can be com- 
puted and probably agreed upon by impartial en- 
gineers. Elected officials will always represent 
the selfish interests of their constituents.” 

When shall we have an end to this fatuous 
business of letting politicians play at engineer- 
ing? : 


The lack of a standard water-resources policy 


is hindering development of the regions of the 
United States. It is also hindering development 
of a foreign policy for natural resources. Until 
we can solve, at our very doors, such a small- 
scale problem as sharing the waters of Boulder 
Reservoir with Mexico, how can we expect to do 
well with the larger and, in distance, more re- 
mote problems involved in making -over the 
world? 

A start will have been made, and an auspicious 
one, whenever Congress adopts a fixed policy 
toward the development of rivers, The need for 
it at this moment is very great. 
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Absenteeism Among the Aldermen 


When a member of the Board of Aldermen 
misses a meeting without a leave of absence, 
the City Charter provides that he shall forfeit 
$10 of his $1800 annual salary. That’s the rule, 
but it is disclosed that the penalty has been 
applied at the recent session to only one member 
~—-Herman Novack, in military service for more 
than a year. Others who don’t show up for 
meetings are just considered present, and the 
fiction has meant that Alderman Duke gets 
his full pay, though he appeared at only about 
six meetings this year, according to Edgar B. 
Nicolai, acting president of the board. 

Mr. Nicolai acknowledges that there has been 
“loose enforcement” of the rule. It’s worse than 
that. There has been an imposition on the tax- 
payers, on the members who conscientiously at- 
tend meetings regularly and on the Alderman 
who is a soldier in Italy. It is indeed high 
time for tighter enforcement of the pay-for- 
feiture provision, as Mr. Nicolai says, to stop the 
placing of a premium on aldermanic disregard of 
duty. 
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A New Soviet Press Policy 


Three of the episodes that have caused concern 
in the other Allied countries over Russia's course 
in recent months originated with statements in 
the Soviet press. These were the rumor of 
British peace discussions with German emis- 
saries, the attack on Wendell Willkie for his 
New York Times article on boundary claims 
and the assault upon Vatican foreign policy. 

If an American or a British newspaper had 
published such articles, there would have been 
little thought of associating their ideas with the 
Government, but it was generally understood 
that the Soviet regime kept its press under such 
close supervision that anything appearing in it 
was an official, or at least an officially sanc- 
tioned, expression. 

This was true for years past, but an Associated 
Press dispatch from Moscow now reports that it 
is no longer so. “Editors and writers are now 
permitted to express their own point of view, it 
was revealed,” the correspondent says. He quotes 
a Soviet official as saying that Russian writers 
now are expressing what they think, and that 
“the Kremlin is too busy at present winning the 
war to survey every item published in the press.” 
The three articles which perturbed foreign ob- 
servers were written without any official con- 
nection, the reporter says. 

If this declaration is accepted on its face, it 
should go far toward allaying the doubts and 
fears roused by the three articles, If it turns out 
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to be a shrewd piece of policy-making after the 
event, it constitutes an official disavowal of the 
three disturbing articles. In either event, the 
statement is an encouraging sign for relations 
between Russia and other countries. 
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Mr. Hull’s Plan 


Secretary Hull's plan for a bi-partisan con- 
gressional committee on foreign policy is a ges- 
ture both of grace and good sense. Our rela- 
tions with other countries cannot indefinitely be 
expressed merely through such resolutions as 
those of Senator Connally and Representative 
Fulbright. Sooner or later, the fundamental ques- 
tion of policy—whether or not the United States 
will join with other nations in a world system 
of collective security—must pass the Senate test 
of ratification by a two-thirds majority. 

As fresh in Washington as the ghost of any 
great failure is the memory of a proud and 
desperate Wilson taking to the people them- 
selves the case for internationalism, and still 
meeting with bitter defeat. 
tion, leaning heavily on the Secretary’s influence 
in Congress, does not intend to see American 
co-operation toward effective peace-keeping once 
again sabotaged by a little band of bitter-enders. 

What November will bring is still in the un- 
dealt cards. What the American people want 
has been expressed in the House of Representa- 
tives and in the Senate, and it transcends all 
political issues. A bi-partisan committee on for- 
eign policy, working closely with the State De- 
partment, can best translate the popular demand 
for workable peace plans on an international 
scale into practical reality. 

What Mr. Hull envisages is a method by which 
Congress will act as a constitutional collabora- 
tor in the making of policy, instead of as a curb 
on its logical development. It will be an en- 
couragement to those allies who fear an Amer- 
ican return to the blind “normalcy” of isola- 
tionism. It will be, at home, the application of 
a sound principle of democracy,

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In Fairness to Australia 


Senators Johnson of Colorado, Wilson and 
Bridges spoke hastily about the Australian Gov- 
ernment’s decision to withdraw 90,000 men from 
the Army within the next 12 months. 

Long before Pearl Harbor, the Aussies and 
New Zealanders were into this war up to their 
eyes—long, too, before it spread to their own 
front yard. Gens, Wavell, Alexander and Mont- 
gomery commanded them in the seesaw battle 
of North Africa, half the world away from their 
homeland, and found them the stanchest and 
bravest of fighting men. The rakish tilt of 
the Anzac campaign hat, worn with confident 
arrogance, is familiar to veterans of the Italian 
venture. These men have fought brilliantly in the 
New Guinea campaigns, and without due credit 
in this country. 

Despite casualties, 12 per cent of the Australian 
population. of slightly more than 7,000,000 is in 
the armed forces. On a population basis, this is 
the equivalent of an American fighting force of 
16,000,000 men, or 5,000,000 more than we now 
have. Yet Australia must base, clothe, feed and 
supply two armies, her own and ours, and cope 
with a revolutionary industrialization undreamed 
of in the ’30s. 

It takes man power to do the job—men to use 
plows and lathes, harrowg and welding torches. 
That man power, to bolster a drained labor mar- 
ket, is being withdrawn from the army. The 
plan is to make the best possible use of veterans 
who have passed their usefulness in the kind 
of jungle fighting ahead in the Pacific theater. 
The move ig further justified by the current 
emphasis on naval strategy, and by the replace- 
ment of many withdrawals from the ranks of 
unskilled workers and draftees who have just 
come of age. 

There is a bloc of careless opinion in this 
country which seizes upon every opportunity to 
charge that we are fighting for any and every 
,cause except our own. It is contributed to by 
the suggestion that Australia is slacking in her 
job, or that her interests and ours are not 
identical. 
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Truth Is a Sword 


There was fury and alarm when American 
bombers dropped thousands of copies of the 
“Sternenbanner”’—Stars and Stripes in German 
—on Berlin. The press, the radio, official 
spokesmen sweated in a frenzy of denunciation. 
Himmler, the terrorist, decreed from 20 years 
of imprisonment to death to all who read its 
news. Again the Nazis showed themselves to 
the people in all the ugliness of insecurity. 

Hans, the German Everyman, drubbed almost 
to insensibility by years of propaganda, can still, 
surely, put two and two together. If a “Ster- 
nenbanner” came fluttering down to him, he 
looked at it. He found a message of President 
Roosevelt, a picture of Eisenhower, factual re- 
ports on Allied air power and editorial comment, 
To him, if he ig a loyal Fuehrer-follower, {t was 
simply Allied propaganda. Yet Himmler’s drastic 
penalty makes it something, else. Truth, perhaps? 
Is that what the leaders fear? 7 

There is self-betrayal in the Nazi panic. Truth 
is the weapon that can terrorize, not the man in 
the street, but the animal behind the mask. May 
the Allies use it well.

American Labor Pains 


Sidney Hillman should have kept CIO Political Action Committee 


out of the ALP fight in New York, writer ‘says; result is that left 
wing and its Communist-controlled candidates have captured or- 


ganization; alliance gives new opening for Dies to raise Red scare.

One of the first engagements of the 
coming presidential campaign has been 
fought and decided in New York. By a 
large majority, the left wing of the Amer- 
ican Labor party in that State has cap- 
tured the party organization; the right 
wing has withdrawn and is deciding wheth- 
er or not to start a party of its own. 


The issue was control of the party by 
Commmunists and near-Communists. The 
retreating right wing charges that the vic- 
tory of the left has established such con- 
trol; the left denies it. 


The struggle is an old one, but a new ele- 
ment was injected by the intervention of 
the CIO Political Action Committee headed 
by Sidney Hillman. Mr. Hillman’s willing- 
ness to co-operate with left elements infuri- 
ated the right-wingers who were waging a 
losing battle without this added handicap. 
They claimed that ever since the Com- 
munist party had been forced off the State 
ballot, party members had been “colonizing” 
in the ALP; with the coming dissolution 
of the Communist party, its members in- 
tended to take over the ALP, converting 
it to their own uses. 


The “Right” Attacks Hillman 


Right-wing leaders attacked Hillman’s al- 
liance with the left as a repudiation of his 
own past convictions and his own policy 
in dealing with similar elements in the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers, 


Hillman countered with the argument 
that the CIO committee could hardly be ex- 
pected to rule CIO unions out of the race 
even if some of them were run by men 
charged with Communist sympathigs. He 
denied, however, that the election of the 
left-wing slate would increase the power 
of the Communists; on the contrary, he 
insisted that the ALP stood a better chance 
of avoiding out-and-out Communist con- 
trol by accepting the co-operation of the 
Political Action Committee and the unions 
which supported it, He based his campaign 


on a strong appeal for united labor and 
progressive action in behalf of the New 
Deal and Mr. Roosevelt’s re-election. 


But unity was not furthered by Mr. Hill- 
man’s efforts. The fight was a bitter one; 
long-standing factional lesions were wid- 
ened, personal rivalries accentuated. The 
major split in the ranks of labor was more 
sharply defined. 


Intervention Held an Error 


The Nation has believed from the begin- 
ning that Hillman should have kept the 
Political Action Committee out of this 
struggle for power in the American Labor 
party. His arguments for intervention were 
strong in logic but weak in political and 
human terms. He knew how deeply rooted 
were the fear and hatred of Communism 
which animate the right wing. 


These emotions are too strong to be de- 
bated, Hillman and hfs chief lieutenants 
wanted to make peace; they did not want 
victory followed by schism. But their at- 
tempts at appeasement were doomed to 
fail.

The Constitutional Convention, in consid- 
ering some measures to change the Conser- 
vation Commission of Missouri, is tread- 
ing on dangerous ground. The delegates 
should be cautious about altering a system 
which has become a model for other states. 


When the conservation system first came . 
in we indorsed it, believing that this sys- 


tem offered the fish, game and natural re- 
sources of Missouri their last chance for 
survival. This was the belief of the other 
supporters of the measure when it came 
before the voters. Whether or not it would 
work out was problematical, but its sup- 
porters believed that any system would be 
better than the partisan political system 
that had been in effect. 


The Conservation Commission has done 
a splendid job, and its work has been 
lauded by most Missouri sportsmen, 


There have been times when we dis- 
agreed with the measures of the commis- 
sion on minor points, but we have learned 
that many of our ideas about fish and 
game were based on superficial knowledge, 
and that a broad and basic yardstick must 
be applied to fit all cases over Missouri. 


The fact remains that, even prior to the 
induction of men into the Army, gasoline 
rationing and ammunition shortage, game 
had increased in Missouri fields and fish 
were thriving in the streams. 


A group of local fishermen who annually 


“fished the lower White River say that 


their catches have doubled and trebled, 
and many smaller bass struck at the lures, 
proving that fish are on the increase. Sim- 
ilar reports come from the Niangua River, 
the Osage River and the many other beau- 
tiful streams visited by local fishermen. 
The same is true of quail and other game. 


There have been some complaints about 
the Conservation Commission—most of 
which are based on the desire of greedy 
politicians to put the Fish and Game De- 
partment back into the political patronage 
bag. In the old days, natural resources 
suffered as the Fish and Game Depart- 
ment was kicked back and forth, a mere 
political football.

Sherlock Holmes Lives Again 
In Book by 40-Odd Admirers 


“Profile by Gaslight: An Irregular Reader About 
the Private Life of Sherlock Holmes.” (Simes 
& Schuster, New York), 

Sherlock Holmes is probably the most 
famous character in the world of fiction. 
Although he was not the first of the great 
private investigators (Poe's suave Dupin 
antedated him by some years), he set 
the pattern for a field of literature that has 
dominated the reading of Americans and 
Englishmen for more than half a century. 

He has had hundreds of imi since 
he first emerged from his snug Baker 
street lodgings in 1887 to clatter away 
through London’s fog-shrouded streets in a 
hansom cab, hot on the trail of an evil- 
doer. The imitators have all been of lesser 
stature. Who would seek the counsel of 
Philo Vance or Lord Peter Wimsey or Dr. 
Thorndyke or Nero Wolfe if he could 
interest the monumental Holmes in his 
plight? 


Holmes symbolizes the private detective: 
the sensitive aquiline nose, the curved briar 
pipe reeking of the strongest shag, the fore- 
and-aft tweed cap, the weighted stick, the 
inexhaustible accumulation of exotie 
knowledge, the uncanny power of deduc- 
tion, the love of the chase. None of those 
who have come after him have approached 
his classic eccentricity. j 

Beside Holmes’ utter seriousness, Lord 
Peter Wimsey’s epigrams are dissolved into 
childish prattle; his absorbed abstinence 
dismisses Wolfe's gormandizing as a dis- 
gusting gluttony; his taste in art and music 
has a stolidity that leaves the delicate 
Philo Vance trapped in simpering dilettant- 
ism. Holmes stands alone in his whims 
and crotchets and disarming vanity. 

Holmes’ admtrers may wander away oc- 
casionally to observe the antics of the 
Vances and Wolfes and Thorndykes. But 
they always return, There is no resisting 
the electric call: “Come, Watson, come. 
The game ig afoot.”

Thousands of readers have found it hard 
to believe that the —— sleuth did 
not once actually walk the brooding, gas 
lit streets of nineteenth-century London. 
Others liked to pretend that he lived and 
died like other men, Among them are the 
40-odd contributors to this study of the 
many-sided specialist. 

Their compendium is a superb piece of 
tongue-in-cheek scholarship. Rex Stout 
asks, Was Dr. Watson a woman? Dr. 
George F. McCleary asks, Was Holmes 
actually a narcotic addict? Wag the Holmes 
who returned three years after the seem- 
ingly fatal encounter with the sinister 
Moriarty an impostor? Did Holmes have 
serious trouble with his teeth? Did he 
have a coat of arms? Where actually was 
221B Baker street? 

These are canny questions, and the an- 
swers are ingenious—bits of deductive rea- 
soning worthy (almost) of the master him- 
self.

In addition to its spectacular ef- 
fects, the production impressed 
with the organization that had 
gone into it. To move large 
masses of people across the stage 
and to weave individual acticgs 
into the larger actions was a ma- 
jor job of direction that much re- 
hearsing had satisfactorily solved.

other members of the community 
at St. Louis University last night.

were familiar to generations of 
Jesuits whom he taught philos- 
ophy at the university over a pe- 
riod of 30 years. In that time 
his discourses on social and 
economic and religious questions 
frequently drew overflow crowds 
to the Cathedral and College 
Church here, and to churches in 
Detroit and Omaha. 

“I recall one series of lectures 
on marriage, which I ve 15 
years ago in the College Church,” 
the priest told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “I had given them some 
advance publicity during some 
previous talks, and when the time 
came, I had to repeat the same 
lectures three times weekly to 
take care of the crowds.” 

Father Stritch entered the 
Jesuit Order at Florissant in St. 
Louis County in. 1884 from Cincin- 
nati four years after coming to 
this country from County Gal- 
way in Ireland, where he was 
born. He taught at colleges in 
Milwaukee and Detroit, and, after 
oe his philosophical and 
theologi studies here and at 
a Md., was ordained in 

As a priest he taught humani- 
ties and philosophy at Detreit and 
Milwaukee before coming to St. 
Louis in 1912 where he has re- 
mained since. His fame ag a lec- 
turer and labor arbitrator at De- 
troit preceded him to St. Louis, 
and after he arrived he was in- 
vited to join and appear before 
numerous social and professional 
societies here. 

“People are inclined to compli- 
ment me on my years of self-sac- 
rifice,” he smiled. “I do not un- 
derstand them. The years could 
not have been happier. The So- 
ciety thas taken care of me and 
granted me the opportunities to do 
the things I like most to do. If I 
could have planned it, I would not 
have had it different.”

stamps. The 
trouble with us 
seems to be that 
hoarding is a lux- 
ury we can’t af- 
ford. We should 
have saved up for 
it years back. 
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BUT THE 2-CENT STAMPS in themselves are 
something of a problem. Some day, we know, 
the box full will be bid for madly by collectors, 
but meanwhile what is going to happen to our 
inyestment? We must have at least a dozen 2s, 
and the orly way to get them into circulation 
is to plunge and buy another dozen 1s. It sounds 
like sending good money after bad to us. 

It might be better on the whole to let the 
letters they should have carried go unwritten 
and simply destroy the stamps, one by one. 
Thus, you could tear one up instead of mailing 
a note reading:

“DEAR GEORGE: We had a swell time at your 
house last night. I'll get the $7.40 it cost us to 
play bridge with your deck over to you as soon 
as possible.

In fact, my Tom said it’s 
a shame you'll never see this letter, but there 
isn’t a 3-cent stamp in the House. Love, Mamie.”

AND WE CANNOT help but suggest the de 
struction of still another stamp instead of this 
note to the local rationing board: 

“Dear Sirs: I’ve just heard that the Mookle- 
gooks across the street get more gas than we 
do. Well, you big lugs, if that’s the way you 
feel about it you can take your gasoline and 
your car stickers and choke on ‘em. I’m hereby 
turning in all my ration books. From now on we 
will walk, and live on nuts and berries, Pfooey 
to youse! Hector L. Ginglemumpf. P. S.: It’s a 
good thing I haven't got a 3cent stamp handy, 
or else I might send you this letter. H. L. G,.” 
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THERE SEEM TO BE more advantages in the 
situation the more closely it is examined. In fact,

regularly,” he recently wrote to me. “It has done me a lot 
of good already, for I am a quiet, introvert who never had 
many friends, My students don't seem attracted to me, either, 
and they seem to shun my courses, though I feel that chemistry 
ig the most interesting subject in the curriculum. Dr. Crane, 
how would you recommend that I go about the task of trying 


to popularize chemistry?”

HAVING HAD plenty of chemistry courses in high school, 
college and medical school, I can speak with a certain amount 
of experience. Chemistry should be most fascinating even to 
the average high school students, But most of our educational 
courses have been evolved by brain trusters who stay far away 
from real life situations. The courses treat of theories or deal 
with far-away situations like cracking hydrocarbons in the oil 
industry or the making of T. N. T. Even the college graduate 
who has had several chemistry courses, is thus stumped when 
his mother wagts to know the answers to simple household 
problems such as how to remove ink stain from the table cloth 
or get chewing gum off the seat of a boy's pants.

THE WAY TO TEACH chemistry, or any other subject, is 
to start with concrete situations in the life of the student, 
whether they pertain to the kitchen or farm, office or factory. 
What are the common acids around the house in the foods used 
by the housewife? What are the alkalis? How could a student 
set up a modest chemistry laboratory if he were marooned on 
a desert island with a few glass or porcelain containers but no 
acids or alkalis immediately at hand? The average chemistry 
student in high school couldn’t even become a good moonshiner, 
for he wouldn’t know how to make efhyl alcohol if deposited 
on a farm. If a child swallowed some acid from a discarded 
auto battery, the average person in the home wouldn’t know 
what to use to neutralize it. :

ASK THE AVERAGE chemistry student what’s in the juice 
of poison ivy? Ask him why apple juice will jell but not cherry 
juice. Ask him why acid fruits like lemons or grapefruit re- 
duce the acidity of the body. See if he can explain such simple 
questions. Can crankcase oil be used to dilute paint? What is 
whitewash? What can you use to paint the basement walls so 
they will not “sweat,” or drip water. If you chemistry profes- 
sors will give your students a practical] quiz like this, you'll be 
surprised at their dearth of useful chemical knowledge. Ask 
your students, moreover, if they can take a sample of soil and 
tell their mothers what kind of fertilizer it needs. Ask them 
why olive oil is digested by the body as a food but mineral oil 
is not. Ask them what happens when milk sours or butter 
grows rancid. Then can they tell you how to sweeten that ran- 
cid butter? See if they can. inform you how to make a tree 
spray for codlin moths or insecticide for potato bugs or cock- 
roaches. They will flounder around in embarrassment, no 
doubt, but of course they can tell you how to crack hydrocar- 
bons or produce T. N. T., which knowledge not one in 10,000 
high schoolers will ever have occasion to use!

CCORDING to established custom, wedding presents are 
sent to the bride alone, even though given because of the 
bridegroom. When the wedding present is a war bond (as

an increasing number of today’s wedding presents are) and is 
to be sent to the bride before the wedding day, the bond 


should be registered in her maiden name—Mary Jones. This 
is because legally there is as yet no Mary Jones Smith (her 
future name). 

There is, however, the exceptional instance when a devoted 
relative of the bridegroom's who is giving a generous amount, 
naturally wants to include him. In this case, either the bond 
is presented after the ceremony on their wedding day and in 
that event may be legally registered: 

*Mrs. Mary Jones Smith 
or 
Richard Lee Smith 

*(The prefix Mrs. is a legal requirement making him co- 
owner with her. Or it would be quite proper and not unusual 
to divide the amount and give one bond to her and one to him.

DEAR MRS, POST: Is it incorrect to divide the check 
in actual amounts when several couples are out in a restaurant? 
Some of our friends always suggest dividing the total check 
equally and my husband thinks this is very unfair to some of 
the couples, who order very moderately. 

Answer: It is certainly not incorrect, for each to pay for 
his exact order. The only difficulty is that now, when every 
restaurant is short-handed, it is unfair to ask for three or four 
separate checks at one table. Therefore, whether the diners 
choose to pick out their own items and settle their accounts 
with whoever is the banker, is something that they alone can 
decide. When there is very little difference between each 
amount, dividing the total by the number of men is undeniably 
the simplest way for each to settle his share.

Hypnotism 
Accepted 
As Science

HE average citizen probably 
T thinks of hypnotism as more 

or less in the same class as 
palmistry, phrenology, spiritual- 
ism, table tipping and crystal gaz- 
ing. As a matter of fact this is 
unfair. Hypnotism is a perfectly 
real, proved scientific possibility. 
Anyone can hypnotize and any- 
body can be hynotized: Essential- 
ly the hypnotic state can be 
caused by the rhythmic stimula- 
tion of a single sense. 

Put a rooster on the floor with 
his eye glued to a straight chalk 
line and pretty soon he will fall 
over in a trance. He has had his 
sight rhythmically stimulated. Or 
put a person in a dark room, in a 
condition of relaxation, and ring 
a little bell every so often and 
the trance will result from the 
rhythmic stimulation of the sense 
of hearing. Rhythmic touches or 
stroking of the face and arms will 
do the same thing. 

In the hypnotic state the sub- 
ject is very suggestible and his 
judgment is suspended: he will 
do things that he is told, although 
they are ridiculous. Sometimes 
he can do things that he cannot 
do voluntarily in the waking state. 

* 


* * 

SEVERAL MISCONCEPTIONS 
about hypnotism are that one can 
be hypnotized against his will: 
that is not true, although when @ 
subject has been hypnotized sev- 
eral times he goes into a trance 
very readily. Also it is not true 
that the hypnotist can steal the 
will of the hynotized subject. That 
is a holdover from the old novel 
Trilby by George du Maurier. 

Hypnotism has been used in 
medical treatment for many years. 
There is currently a revival of it 
led by a New York psychologist, 
Mr. Andrew Salter, who has writ- 
ten a book What Is sypnosis? 
(published by Richard R. Smith, 
New York). 

Mr. Salter has had a great deal 
of success in treating patients 
with nervous troubles — nail-bit- 
ing, stuttering — and also alco- 
holics, He appears to be particu- 
larly successful with patients who 
are troubled with general shyness. 
He has had success in 19 out of 20 
patients sent to him. 

There is nothing surprising 
about this as it has been known 
to the medical profession for 
years. A Dr. Esdraille, at about 
the time surgical anaesthesia was 
introduced (1845-1850), claimed 
that in India where he practiced 
he had been performing surgical 
operations on natives for years, 
without the use of any drug for 
anaesthesia—merely hypnosis. He 
came to England, however, and 
found it did not work on the less 
susceptible Anglo-Saxon person- 


ality. 
x* *« * 

THE NEW PART of Mr. Sal- 
ter’s thesis is that autohypnosis is 
possible and that the subject can 
make suggestions which he car- 
ries out in the hypnotic trance 
“exactly,” says Mr. Salter, “as I 
would give them and with the 
same effect if not better.” 
Through inducing hypnosis upon 
one’s self by autohypnosis and self- 
suggestion it may be possible for 
soldiers to be freed of fear and 
to feel no pain when wounded, 
Mr. Salter has trained “three phy- 
sically and mentally healthy adults 
to remain completely insensible to 
pain and the sound of gun fire in 
the waking state.” They can turn 
this state on and off by them- 
selves. Mr. Salter is trying to 
persuade military authorities to 
allow autohypnosis in the armed 
forces. It will, he believes, render 
20 to 25 per cent fear-free in bat- 
tle.

Dr. Ray’s conclusions, soberly 
drawn, are based on a vast experi- 
ence, for there have been more 
than 50,000 weddings in the Little 
Church during the 20 years that 
he has been its rector. His views 
are seriously set forth in a book, 
“Marriage Is a Serious Business” 
(Whittlesey House, New York), 
with.timely reference to the war 
weddings that he discourages, 
and why. 

Broadly speaking, he discour- 
ages wartime marriages because 
he is convinced that the vast ma- 
jority of them are hurried, im- 
pulsive affairs to which little 
thought has been given, and in 
which people are marrying on 
the slightest acquaintance. He 
marries them if they insist and 
if there is no other impediment, 
but he dissuades them if he can, 
pointing out the danger of war 
weddings. But it seldom does 
any good, 

“Sure,” says one soldier, typical 
of many, “I have always been op- 
posed to war marriages.” 

“Except your own,” the rector 
cuts in, 

Yes, except his own, but listen: 
“When I met Jane, I fell in love 
with her at once, but I made up 
my mind I would not marry her 
while the war was on. Then I 
spent 18 months on Guadalcanal. 
Living in that hell, I made up my 
mind that if I lived long enough 
to get back, and she would marry 
me, I would have a few weeks of 
happiness.”

There it was, and it was some- 
thing deeper than it sounded, It 
was, as the wise rector knew, the 
urge for self-perpetuation. It was 
something that could not be 
lightly dismissed. Still—— 

In this as in all the war mar- 
riages, the day of peace will come. 
“Then the uniform will be gone 
and the hysteria of war. The 
stranger will be a husband. If 
his interests and tastes, his cul- 
ture and sense of values, his at- 
titude toward life, his religion 
and his background are similar to 
his wife's, they will have a fair 
opportunity of coming out all 
right.” If these favorable con- 
ditions are not present, look out. 
Therefore Dr. Ray advises that 
before a war marriage is per- 
formed, four questions should be 
considered and angwered honest- 


Do you really know each 
other? 

Have you similar backgrounds 
and interests? 

Are you both really in love? 

Does the _ girl realize that 
when her husband returns he 
may be a stranger to her? 

The need of asking such ques- 
tions, and the answers that they 
evoke, confirm Dr. Ray in his 
opposition to war marriage as a 
rule—“because it lacks so many 
of the requirements of an endur- 
‘ing marriage.” He particylarizes: 

“It is performed in haste, often

with little knowledge on either 
side. In peacetime there is a 
chance for adjustment. In war- 
time there is little or none. In- 
stead, there is separation. The 
man is sent away to new lands 
and new experiences, The woman 
remains behind, alone, not shar- 
ing those experiences, Instead of a 
close link being forged between 
them, a gulf is dug, across which 
it will take infinite patience and 
intelligence and good will to 
build a bridge.

“There is also the emotional 
problem of separation. A girl has 
been awakened physically by mar- 
riage and then is left alone. This 
is not only a source of unhappi- 
ness but frequently a source of 
danger.” 


With a story the rector points 
up this danger— 


In the last war a young couple 
married just before he was ship- 
ped to France. He returned, impa- 
tient to see his wife, eager to go 
home and begin at last their life 
together. The girl met him at the 
pier but not as he expected. When 
he took her in his arms, she drew 
away from him coolly. 

“What’s the matter?” he asked 
in surprise, “Let’s go home so I 
can talk to you.” 

She shook her head. “You aren’t 
going home with me.” 

“What do you mean?” he de- 
manded, dazed and unbelieving. 

“I have not been true to you,” 
she said. “I am sorry to let you 
down like this, but I can’t help it. 


It is impossible for us to go on 
with our marriage. I want a di- 
vorce as soon as possible.” 

“But you can’t do this,” he said. 
“You can’t do this.” His voice 
rose. “I'll kill the man.” 


But he did not kill the other 
man. The next day he shot and 
killed himself, 


In another case it was the other 
way around. Théy were married 
during the war and the man was 
sent to England. “When he re- 
turned everything seemed to be 
all right, and he and his wife were 
apparently perfectly happy. Then 
one day an English woman ap- 
peared at the door with her mar- 
riage certificate and her baby. 
And another war marriage went 
on the rocks.”

Wars increase weddings. In 
1942, following Pearl Harbor, 1,- 
800,000 marriages were performed 
in the United States. At the Lit- 
tle Church alone, where much dis- 
suasion is exercised, there have 
been more than 2000 military wed- 
dings. Dr. Ray fears that, as in 
the last war, these marriages will 
often end in divorce. There are 
exceptions, of course. There are 
times when Dr. Ray thinks that a 
couple who have known each oth- 
er only a little while will make 
a go of it, and marries them. If 
the woman is between 25 and 30 
he feels better about it, for he be- 
lieves that, both in peace and war, 
the odds are in favor of the wom- 
an between those ages. 

War marriages are easy, if not 
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Egg whites whip up more 
quickly when they are at room 
temperature.

where else, but Dr. Ray reminds 
that while it is easy to get into a 
war marriage it is not so easy to 
get out, for the Federal Govern- 
ment, to protect the war hus- 
band’s interests, has decreed that 
his wife cannot divorce him, what~ 
ever the provocation, without his 
consent and co-operation, 

War brides know that their hus- 
bands may be killed in battle. 
What a war bride doesn’t consider, 
Dr, Ray says, is that her husband 
may be wounded or maimed, that 
the life they have planned to- 
gether may be altered beyond all 
expectation. There was the case 
of a beautiful woman who married 
a soldier in the last war. He re- 
turned to her shell-shocked, prac- 
tically a mental invalid. None the 
less, she was bound to him, and 
when her parents refused to give 
her any assistance in what they 
termed her quixotic attitude, she 
learned to support herself and her 
husband. 

When it comes to war babies, 
Dr. Ray is against them too. His 
case against them is that a young 
couple need a certain length of 
time to make their adjustments 
to one another before they are 
ready to adjust to a child. They 
need to be secure financially, and 
the child requires not only a 
mother but a father to help it to 
develop properly. In time of war 
all of these factors are wanting. 
In such matters,-however, the rec- 
tor’s advice seems to have little 
effect. There are as many 
christenings as marriages these 
days at the Little Church Around 
the Corner, The reasons:

Men going overseas want to see 
their babies before they leave, 
perhaps never to return. 


Men who wish to avoid going to 
War decide to have children at 
once, so that they may be de- 
ferred, Dr. Ray doesn’t think this 
is as general as some Govern- 
ment officials suspect, 


War brides, ignorant of birth 
control, have babies whether they 
want them or not. 


War brides, anxious to keep 
something of their husbands, 
want children at once. 

Although more marriages take 
place at the Little Church Around 
the Corner than anywhere else in 
the world, it is probably the most 
difficult church in which to be 
married. In a single year 500 ap- 
plications for wedlock were re- 
fused because the applicants failed 
to give evidence of any real sin- 
cerity, or any faith or desire that 
their marriages would last. 

Dr. Ray has five cardinal rules 
for a happy marriage which he 
offers to brides, war or otherwise: 

Be kind. 

Remember marriage is a part- 
nership, 

Don’t lose your temper. 

Don’t postpone making up a 

quarrel, 

Cultivate faith in God and in 
each other. 

His favorite bit of advice to 
young couples is, “Now, don’t both 
get mad at the same time.” If, 
after all that good advice, the 
marriage is a flop, what then? 
Says Dr. Ray: “Personally, while 
I believe firmly that marriage 
should be a permanent relation- 
ship, I think that when people 
are too utterly unlike, it is crim- 
inal to keep them together. There 
are always exceptional cases for 
which divorce should be made 
more elastic.”

NE of the best ways to deter- 
mine whether or not you 
should make a certain bid is 
mentally to subtract one minor 
honor from your hand and then 
to weigh the contemplated bid. 
Let’s try out this simple system 
on a typical hand. 
North, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable,

The bidding, as it occurred in a 
rominent New York club: 
0 South 
2 diamonds 
3 hearts 
5 diamonds

1 spade 

2 spades 

3 no trump 
Pass 


South went down one at his five | 
diamond contract, whereas three 
no trump or four spades would 
have been absolutely cold. Subse- 
— East-West won the rub- 

er, 

After his defeat, South said that 
he had considered his hand strong 
enough to contract for 11 tricks, 
and that he had not been too con- 
fident about making three no 
trump because North might well 
have made that bid with only one 
stopper in clubs. In all justice, 
this was a possibility, but it cer- 
tainly was not the vital factor for 
South to consider when the three 
no trump call reached him. What 
he should have done was to make 
a mental substitution of the dia- 
mond jack, or even the ten, for a 
lower card, and to look at his 
hand this way: 

@J2Q9YAKT5 @AQ 10624103 

With this, no reasonably 
player would think about jumping 
to five diamonds, nor about “dis- 
turbing” the three no trump con- 
tract, and thus South would have 
been put on the right track, which 
was a simple “pass.” A jack more 
or less is not a sound basis for 
ee for two tricks more or 
ess!
